Householders will be asked questions 
about their sexuality, ethnic and religious 
background, health and children.

Critics said it was yet another example of 
the Government being “nosy” and unneces¬ 
sarily prying into people’s private lives. 

Local authorities have been given until

But David Hughes, chief executive of 
Tonbridge and Mailing Borough Council, 
said the scheme would be “intrusive” - and 
worthless. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “We have a num¬ 
ber of concerns about the content of the pro¬ 
posed survey and the way it is structured. 

‘We will be making a substantial number of 
comments in response to the Government’s 
consultation as we believe the survey as 


would be voluntary and was meant to gauge 
local residents’ views on how well their 
council was doing, rather than simply a way 
of collecting personal information. 

The Government said questions about 
sexual orientation and ethnicity would be 
used in initiatives to increase the number of 
local councillors from minority groups. 

But Matthew Elliott, chief executive of the 
TaxPayers’ Alliance, said the surveys would 
be “invasive” and “costly” and the idea should 
be scrapped. 

“These surveys will be doubly damaging 
to Kent taxpayers,” he said. “They will drive 
up council tax bills even further and they

scandals of recent weeks, the last thing any¬ 
one should be doing is gathering even more 
private information into public sector hands. 

“We need less tax, less bureaucracy and 
less nosy government - not more.” 

But in a statement given to KoS, Local 
Government Minister John Healey defend¬ 
ed the New Place Survey 
“This survey is entirely voluntary and is 
about hearing people’s views and opinions 
about their local council and services - not 
collecting personal data,” he said. 

“It is right that we ensure councils are 
asking local people what their concerns and 
priorities are, whether it’s tackling gangs 
and antisocial behaviour, improving parks 
or dealing with litter and graffiti.

“That is what local leadership is about.” 

Mr Healey added: “Our proposal is clear: 
councils will use postal surveys, saving 
them nearly £10 million compared with the 
current system, which could be used to 
improve services or reduce council tax bills. 

“Privacy and data protection safeguards 
will apply and personal data will not be 
published.” 

KoS gave all Kent councils the opportuni¬ 
ty to voice their opinion on the New Place 
Survey Most merely confirmed they would 
be taking part. 

Under proposals unveiled in October, 
council tax inspectors will be given the 
right to go into people’s homes, take photo¬ 
graphs and decide if they should pay more. 

They will be able to hand out £1,000 fines 
to people who do not cooperate - and £200 
every day afterwards until they do.

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Taking it to the Taliban

A SENIOR Army officer has 
revealed the key role played by 
Kent-based troops in one of 
the largest battles of the war in 
Afghanistan. 

Lieutenant Colonel Richard Wardlaw, com¬ 
manding officer of Maidstone’s 36 Engineer 
Regiment, spoke to Kent on Sunday this 
week from the dangerous Helmand Province. 

He said soldiers believed “significant 
inroads” were being made in the fight 
against the Taliban, but warned that it 
would take “several years” to win the war. 

Earlier this month, the 320 men commanded 
by Lt Col Wardlaw were involved in the recap¬ 
ture of the Taliban’s most strategically impor¬ 
tant stronghold in the region, Musa Qala. 

Explosives 

The assault by thousands of soldiers has 
been described as the biggest ever undertak¬ 
en by British troops in Afghanistan. 

Speaking from Helmand’s provincial 
capital of Lashkar Gah, Lt Col Wardlaw, 40, 
explained how, as the main infantry force 
advanced on Musa Qala, Kent troops built 
bridges for vehicles and soldiers to cross the 
many irrigation canals in the area and used 
explosives to break through walls. 

They also had the job of blowing up the 
remains of enemy shells fired at them. 

“Those activities are invariably conducted 
close to the enemy, if not actually under 
enemy fire,” said Lt Col Wardlaw. 

At least 20 Taliban fighters were killed 
during the assault on Musa Qala, which was 
led by Afghan government forces. One 
British and one American soldier died. 

After the bullets stopped flying, 36 


FOR many British soldiers in the more 
remote bases of Afghanistan, 
Christmas dinner consisted of whatev¬ 
er was in their ration packs. 

Kent-based troops from 36 
Engineer Regiment, however, were 
luckier. In Lashkar Gah, Helmand’s 
provincial capital, they tucked into 
Christmas dinner with all the trimmings 
- served up by officers. 

They had a carol service and opened 
presents sent by the British public - 
many of them from the Maidstone area. 

Lt Col Richard Wardlaw said: “All 
these presents and parcels that have 
been sent out to us have really made a 
huge difference to morale.” 

But New Year’s Eve tomorrow will be a 
much more sombre affair, he said. 

“It’ll pretty much be business as 
normal I’m afraid. There’s obviously no 
alcohol in theatre so there’s no celebrat¬ 
ing in that respect. 

“As the clock turns midnight we’ll all 
be thinking of home I’m sure.” 


Soldiers from 36 Engineer Regiment spent 
Christmas shoring up the defences at Musa 
Qala. They are also preparing for a very wet 
Afghan winter, while helping with local 
reconstruction work to build new schools, 
hospitals, mosques and roads. 

They are expected to return to Kent in 
February or March.

Engineer Regiment destroyed enemy 
defensive positions such as bunkers and 
trenches and any weapons left behind. 

And troops found weapons factories in the 
town and seized seven tonnes of heroin - a 
quarter of all heroin found in Afghanistan in 
the last year. 

Lt Col Wardlaw said spirits were high 
among British troops. 

“There is a very powerful sense here in 
Helmand that we are making significant 
inroads in the fight against the Taliban.” 

But the father-of-two, who lives with his 
wife at Invicta Barracks in Maidstone, said 
the war was far from won. 

‘We’re not going to solve the problem 
overnight. This is going to take several years 


to put the Taliban in such a position that 
they are really no longer an effective force.” 

And he revealed that morale had not always 
been high. The deaths of two soldiers - Lance 
Corporal Ivano Violino, 29, on September 17 
and Lance Corporal Jake Alderton, 22, on 
November 9 - came as a shock. 

“The initial blow to the regiment was 
huge,” said Lt Col Wardlaw. “It was a very 
difficult time for the men, but what was 
remarkable was the speed at which they 
pulled themselves together and showed real 
fortitude and professionalism.” 

The regiment is planning to remember 
the dead men with a church service in 
Maidstone, and is to consult families about 
the idea for a memorial.

Troops from 69 Gurkha Field Squadron, 
36 Engineer Regiment, were tasked with 
constructing a perimeter fence and obser¬ 
vation towers - under the constant threat 
of mortar, rocket and small arms fire. 

Captain Dev Gurung, 40, who is in charge 
of the soldiers carrying out the building 
work, said the current campaign in 
Helmand Province was the toughest of five 
operational tours he has been on. 

“The combined threat and engineering 
challenge is unsurpassed - almost definite¬ 
ly the hardest task I’ve ever had to deliver 
during my 20 years of service.” 

Major Mark Bower said: “The engineers 
are allowing the Afghan Army to operate 
and remain in Musa Qala and that’s what 
we need to get across to the civilians.”

ON THE last visit to Britain by 
murdered politician Benazir 
Bhutto, the Pakistani opposition 
leader spoke to yourkenttv.co.uk 
about her fears that suicide 
bombers were the major threat 
to her nation. 

She warned how the country’s military 
dictatorship could destabilise her homeland 
even further. 

Ms Bhutto made the comments during a 
visit to Medway in August to support 
Conservative parliamentary candidate 
Rehman Chishti. 

Days later she returned to Pakistan from 
self-imposed exile to enter power-sharing 
talks with Pervez Musharaff, leader of the 
military regime. 

This week, she was killed by a suicide 
bomber in the Punjabi city of Rawalpindi - 
the headquarters of Pakistan’s armed 
forces and a massive garrison city 

In her interview with KoS, Ms Bhutto, 54, 
said she blamed the current administration 
for the rise in suicide bombing attacks - 
such as the one that would later kill her. 

Ms Bhutto said: “I believe the restoration 
of democracy in Pakistan can be a very 
powerful way to undermine the forces of 
extremism.” 

She then explained she strongly backed a 
return to the ballot paper across the trou¬ 
bled nation. 

“I think militancy has thrived in Pakistan 
under military dictatorships. It was during 
the military dictatorships of the 1980s that 
the mujahedin were established and they 
comprised some of the most fanatical and 


extreme elements of the Afghan resistance 
and it is during another military dictator¬ 
ship that we have seen the rise of suicide 
bombers within Pakistan. 

“I fear a military regime needs an exter¬ 
nal threat in order to justify itself being in 
power. 

“It doesn’t have the same motivation to go 
after militant extremist elements as a rep¬ 
resentative Government. 

“A representative Government needs to 
look after people as it is answerable to the 
people in a general election. 

“It needs to be able to provide security to 
citizens so they don’t get killed by suicide 
bombers.” 

The talk with Ms Bhutto took place 
among tight security at the Rochester Corn 
Exchange and can be viewed on our broad¬ 
band video service, at www.yourkenttv. 

During the interview, Ms Bhutto also out¬ 
lined her vision for her home country. 

Militants 

She said: “First of all, the rule of law must 
be restored to the tribal areas of Pakistan 
which are perceived by many as safe 
havens for terrorists and pro-Taliban ele¬ 
ments. 

“Second, the campaign against the drug 
trade which is funding and fuelling terror¬ 
ism must be intensified. 

“Third, there must be a reform of the 
madrassas as they are using the name 
madrassa - which means school - as a 
decoy for a training camp for militants 
spreading hate against other religions.” 

Ms Bhutto was the first woman to lead a 
Muslim state and was twice elected Prime 
Minister of Pakistan. 

She was sworn in for the first time in 
1988 but removed from office 20 months 
later under orders of then-president 
Ghulam Ishaq Khan on corruption charges. 

In 1993 Ms Bhutto was re-elected but was

again removed three years later on similar 
allegations, this time by President Farooq 
Leghari. She went into exile, living in Dubai 
and London, until she returned to Pakistan 
this autumn after reaching an understand¬ 
ing with the country’s military ruler 
General Pervez Musharraf. 

She remained committed to restoring 
democracy until her death on December 27 
in a combined suicide bomb attack and 
shooting during a political rally.

Minimum fees Maximum prospects 
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Outrage over doctor’s 
claim heroin addiction 
is a ‘moral weakness’ 


A CONTROVERSIAL new book calling 
for a radical overhaul in the treatment 
of heroin addiction has sparked outrage 
in Kent, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Junk Medicine: Doctors, Lies and the Addiction 
Bureaucracy calls for drug addiction clinics to be axed 
and for medical intervention only to be given to people 
with abscesses, hepatitis and Aids as a result of intra¬ 
venous drug use. 

Author Theodore Dalrymple claims the current 
policy of providing rehabilitation programmes using 
the heroin substitute methadone has done nothing 
but add to the growing numbers of addicts. 

Dalrymple says that addiction is simply a “moral 
weakness”, not an illness. For him the addict is a “bad 
person” who “imposes severe costs on others without 
giving anything in return”. 

Alex Stevens, who is a senior researcher at the 
University of Kent specialising in treatment for 
dependent drug users in Kent and across Europe, 
described Dalrymple’s assertion that heroin addic¬ 
tion was a moral weakness as a “dangerous over-sim¬ 
plification”. 

He said: ‘While some people can use heroin without 
developing patterns of dependence, others, especially 
those who have mental health problems, personal 
experience of abuse and bereavement, and little 
opportunity for fulfilling careers, cannot. 

“For these people, treatment, including substitution 
[methadone], can be very useful in helping them to 
reduce their drug use, offending and other problems. 

“Part of the solution would be not to stigmatise 
addiction by calling it a ‘moral weakness’ because that 
would only serve to increase rather than reduce drug 
addiction.” 

Dr Stevens said his research has shown that prevent¬ 
ing people accessing heroin treatment and support 
services would be “disastrous”. 

“There would be a rise in the 
number of drug-related deaths and 
HIV infections,” he said. “In Spain 
until the early 90s they did not have 
methadone treatment and had the 
highest rates of HIV in Europe. 

“They introduced a comprehen¬ 
sive programme and since then HIV 
infections have fallen substantially.” 

Dr Stevens said there was

CASE STUDY 


A HEROIN user who is receiving treat¬ 
ment for his addiction has responded to 
Theodore Dalrymple’s assertions. 

James Smith is doing a 14-day detox at 
Bridge House in Dartford. He spoke 
frankly to Kent on Sunday about his 
addiction. 

He said that although he couldn’t blame 
his addiction on anything, he did witness 
a traumatic event when he was younger. 

“I saw my auntie get killed in front of me 
when I was seven. A drunk driver came 
up on the path. I know I can’t blame my 
addiction on that, but I blamed myself 
that she died,” said Mr Smith. 

“I was only young, but I still felt maybe 
I could have done something. The memo¬ 
ries of that day don’t stop. We have all got 
issues and problems, but some of us cope 
better than others. I did not cope well with 
it and took the wrong road.” 

He was 17 when he first tried heroin 
after starting to smoke cannabis while at 
school - he said he wanted to feel part of 
something. 

“I was carrying around a lot of hurt and 
pain and guilt. I wanted to cover those 
feelings up. I have been looking for some¬ 
thing all my life. It made me feel warm, 
happy and content. I could blank out all 
the sadness. 

“It started as once a week, then a couple 
of times a week and before you know it 
heroin has a hold of you. It is very powerful 
and if it wasn’t for places like this I would

be dead. You need the help and support. 

“If there were not people like counsellors 
and people that understand and try and 
help the world would be a much worse 
place,” he said. 

The 33-year-old has had several relaps¬ 
es while trying to get clean, but he feels 
this time he wants it enough to be success¬ 
ful and is going on to spend a year at a 
rehabilitation clinic.

Joe O’Rourke is the detox manager 
at Bridge House in Dartford, which is 
run by Kent and Medway NHS and 
Social Care Partnership Trust and 
has 16 beds to treat drug addicts. 

He said: ‘We take in heroin users 
who are making a firm commitment 
to make a change in their lives. 


‘We do not pamper them or see 
them as victims. They have taken a 
responsible view towards their 
problems.” 

He said the families of drug users 
would be particularly upset to hear 
Dalrymple’s views.

He left England in 2005 and now 
lives with his wife in France. 



they’ve got a problem, to get help,” 
he said. “I think it is a terrible com¬ 
ment to judge all addicts as being 
‘bad’. If my son ever got addicted I 
would like to think there were 
units like this rather than nothing 
at all. People forget they are all 
someone’s son or daughter. 

“Lots of people, who because of 
their addiction have done atrocious 
things like stealing, contribute a 
huge amount to society once they 
have come off heroin.” 

Mr O’Rourke added: “A lot of peo¬ 
ple will be using drugs because of 
issues in their lives. They have a lot 
of underlying issues which could 
include bullying at school, parents 
splitting up, alcoholic mothers or 
fathers, sexual and physical abuse. 
They are using drugs to black out 
the reality, so there has to be some¬ 
where to treat the symptoms or 
nothing will change.” 

Estimates from most recent sur¬ 
veys say there are around 4,500 
heroin users in Kent, with around 
2,000 of those injecting.

• CANTERBURY Cathedral has been 
described as ‘England in stone’. And, due to the 
effects of old age and pollution, it is crumbling, 
said campaigners hoping to raise £50 million to 
save the ancient and iconic Kent landmark. 

The fighting fund grew throughout the year, thanks to 
various fundraising projects. 

• MOST of Kent’s road users have been caught up in the 
chaos caused by Operation Stack, when police partially 
close the M20 every time the ports of Dover or Calais stop 
working. 

Kent County Council indicated it had shortlisted three 
sites for use as a giant lorry park. But 12 months on, we are 
still awaiting news. 

• MILLIONAIRE Tory donor Stuart Wheeler made the 
shock announcement he was considering giving money to 
the Eurosceptic UK Independence Party. 

The spread-bet tycoon, who owns Chilham Castle, said 
he wanted the Tory Party to take a harder line on Europe. 

The Kent on Sunday revelation sent shockwaves through 
Westminster and was the top item in all major news bul¬ 
letins the following day. 


• IT is a rather depressing fact of modem life 
that most of us are affected by crime at some 
points in our lives. 

But some stories really do drive home the 
sheer callousness of criminals. 

KoS interviewed the partially blind widow of a war hero 
who had been left distraught after thieves broke into her 
home and stole his medals. 

Commander Guy Clarabut, a submarine captain, was 
awarded a Distinguished Service Order, Distinguished 
Service Cross and two Military Crosses for his valiant and 
brave actions during World War Two. 

Like many others, he risked his life to preserve our free¬ 
dom - a freedom later abused by people who break into 
houses and steal treasured, priceless items. 

• THE Bishop of Rochester warned that Britain could 
return to a “form of barbarism” if the decline of 
Christianity continued. 



And he warned that unless the nation paid heed to its 
spiritual roots it may find itself unable to resist a rise in 
Islamic ideology. 

Bishop Michael Nazir-Ali described Islam as the biggest 
threat facing the West since communism and called on the 
Government to stop being embarrassed of identifying with 
the nation’s Christian roots. 

Bishop Michael said: “It is not the Christian faith I am 
worried about, it is this country. What will this country do 
if it abandons what has become its bedrock?” 

• THE singer James Morrison visited Kent to play a low- 
key gig in Canterbury as a guest of Invicta FM’s excellent 
Live at the Local series. Mr Morrison wowed fans as he 
played an intimate set at the ABode hotel’s pub. Later that 
week the charismatic 22-year-old was named the Best 
British Solo Artist at the Brit Awards. 



• LOCAL government in Ashford and the 
regional development agency became mired in a 
^2007 pornography scandal in March. Martin Bacon 
was the £100,000 managing director of Ashford’s 
Future, the quango set up to deliver regeneration and jobs. 

He suddenly resigned and nobody at Ashford Borough 
Council or the South East England Development Agency 
were prepared to say why. 

Nor would they comment on the terms of his departure 
following a series of claims made by the Wat Tyler website. 

Finally, council leader Paul Clokie stepped forward and 
confirmed to KoS that Mr Bacon had indeed been caught 
downloading pornography on his office computer. 

• NEARLY £2m of taxpayers’ money was being paid to 
council bosses in Kent every year, KoS revealed. 

Our investigation into local authority pay packets 
revealed how nearly all of the county’s 16 chief executives 
enjoyed salaries of around £100,000 a year. 

The biggest local authority earner in the county was 
Kent County Council chief executive Peter Gilroy, who was 
paid £230,000 a year - more than the Prime Minister. 

# KENT County Council came under fire for spending 
£90,000 on a failed scheme to set up passenger flights to 
America.

Tour operator Cosmos was forced to cancel 
all scheduled flights from Kent International 
Airport to Virginia after selling just 10 per 
cent of seats in five months. 

The county council lost all of its investment 
in the service, and was slammed for becoming 
financially involved in the high-risk project. 

The loss came less than two years after 
EUjet went bust. KCC had also invested 
£100,000 in that failed venture. 


• • • SOME of Kent’s prized historic 

APR attractions could have been forced to 
2007 close - because of bonkers new EU 
rules. A recent EU directive scores 
sites according to their historical significance. 

It was intended to ensure all countries are 
equally served by historic attractions. 

Jean-Paul Bouffon, an MEP from 
Luxembourg, has called for large points deduc¬ 
tions from landmarks associated with past 
conflicts between EU members - putting a 
number of sites in Kent at potential risk, such 
as Dover Castle and Chartwell. 

The name of the directive? Allocated Points 
Reference Index, Level 1, or APRIL 1. 

• PEOPLE in east Kent were given a rude 
awakening on Saturday, April 28, when an 
earthquake damaged buildings and cut off 
power supplies. 

The tremor, which measured 4.3 on the 
Richter Scale, struck at 8.19am and caused an 
estimated £20m insurance bill. Thousands of 
homes were left temporarily without power in 
and around Folkestone and Dover. 

It was the biggest earthquake to hit the UK 
since 2002 in Dudley, and the strongest in the 
Dover Straits, where it had its epicentre, since 
1950. 


• THRILLER writer David Hewson published 
his account of the battle to prevent the Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty at Wye from 
being covered in thousands of homes. 

Saved told of the campaign fought against 
Imperial College, Kent County Council and 
Ashford Borough Council, which were working 
together to push through plans for a massive 


housing estate and a science park at Wye. 

One of the reviews said: “This book is invalu¬ 
able for any community, rural or otherwise, 
whose way of life and environment is being 
threatened by seemingly overwhelming fire¬ 
power and resources.” 



• THE deputy leader of Kent 
County Council was in the 
American state of Virginia helping 
to celebrate the Queen’s state visit. 

The Queen and the Duke of Edinburgh were 
marking the 400th anniversary of the found¬ 
ing of the first English-speaking settlement in 
the United States - at Jamestown. 

The Royal couple saw a reconstruction of the 
fort built by the first settlers and met senior 
US dignitaries including Vice President Dick 
Cheney. 

KCC’s Cllr Alex King led a Kent delegation 
to Virginia. 

• KENT on Sunday exposed the injustice of 
how one third of the county’s care homes only 
got ‘adequate’ or ‘poor’ ratings. 

Age Concern, Britain’s largest charity for old 
people, said standards at many of the homes 
were “just not good enough”. 

Of 359 nursing and personal care homes 
inspected in Kent, three had to have enforce¬ 
ment action taken against them, 30 were 
rated ‘poor’ and ‘106’ were said to be ‘ade¬ 
quate’, according to the Commission for Social 
Care Inspection. 

But KCC pointed out that 60 per cent of 
homes were assessed as ‘good’ or ‘excellent’ 
and less than 10 per cent were ‘poor’. 

• A POLL by Kent on Sunday showed Tory 
MPs in the county were overwhelmingly in 
favour of keeping grammar schools. 

And seven out of 15 even said they would 
like to see more built - in defiance of the 
Conservative leadership, which had ruled out 
a new generation of the schools. 

Tory leader David Cameron had said there 
would be “no return” to the days of building 
grammars. Instead, he wanted to see more city 
academies, the privately sponsored state schools. 


r» • • TONY Blair congratulated Kent 

JUN on Sunday and its readers for our 
2007 campaign to help the village of Kent 
in Sierra Leone. 

The message of support from the Prime 
Minister came after KoS delivered a tonne of 
donated schoolbooks and educational materi¬ 
als to the war-torn country. 

In an exclusive article, Mr Blair praised the 
“fantastic generosity” of our readers and said 
he was delighted to give his personal support to 
this “veiy worthwhile cause”. It was Mr Blair’s 
final week in power, before stepping down. 

Kent village chief Tunde Savage said to KoS 
readers: “Thank you, thank you, thank you.” 

• THE Home Office sparked anger and incom¬ 
prehension over its decision to deport the 
former professional cricketer Hartley Alleyne. 

This newspaper was inundated with mes¬ 
sages of support for the 50-year-old father of 
two, who used to play cricket for the West 
Indies, Worcestershire and Kent. 

In recent years, he has been teaching Kent 
youngsters how to play the game. 

Mr Alleyne was refused a work permit and 
told to leave after the Home Office ruled his 
experience did not equate to the two A-levels 
needed to coach and work as a boarding assis¬ 
tant at St Edmund’s School in Canterbury. 

• VETERAN paratrooper Mark Eyles- 
Thomas recalled the horrors of war in an 
interview with KoS to commemorate the 25th 
anniversary of the Falklands War. 

The 42-year-old, from Birling, told of how he 
cradled a dying friend on the frozen slopes of 
Mount Longdon. 

It was the bloodiest land battle waged by the 
British Army since the Korean War in the 
1950s. 

The men of 3 Para fought for control of the 
frost-covered strategic mount, which barred 
the way to the capital Port Stanley. 

That night 23 paratroopers paid the ulti¬ 
mate price, including three of Mr Eyles- 
Thomas’ close friends.

B # SOME village pubs 
could be forced to close 
by the smoking ban 
which came into force 
at the start of July, it was claimed. 

The Kent-based head of a nation¬ 
al publicans’ group warned tradi¬ 
tional community pubs that do not 
serve food were most at risk. 

Godfrey Page, chairman of the 
Guild of Master Victuallers, which 
represents hundreds of pubs 
nationally, said the ban would 
inevitably lead to some closures. 

“The margins often with people 
in tenant and leased pubs are so 
small that a small reduction in 
turnover will lead them to say, ‘It’s 
not worth it anymore’.” 

It became illegal to smoke in 
nearly all enclosed public spaces, 
including offices, factories, bars 
and pubs. 

• BIG Daddy, Tommy Cooper, 
Ozzy Osbourne and the Queen 
have all appeared there in the 
eight decades since it first opened. 

A colourful assortment of charac¬ 
ters from the world of showbiz and 
beyond have visited Leas Cliff Hall, 
in Folkestone, which celebrated 
its 80th birthday on July 13. 

In 1924, it was decided that a 
suitably large and majestic enter¬ 
tainment hall was needed to 
match Folkestone’s reputation as 
a premier holiday resort. Work 
began on the new seafront build¬ 
ing the following year and it was 
completed in 1927. 

• THE Sierra Leone blind school 
choir’s concert at Canterbury 
Cathedral was hailed as a triumph. 

Around 700 people watched the 
magical performance by the choir 
from the Milton Margai School for 
the Blind. 

The Lieutenancy of Kent, which 
represents the Queen in the coun¬ 
ty, described the show as “truly 
uplifting” and “inspiring”. 

The choir received a standing 
ovation at the finale. Audience 
members then donated more than 
£3,000 to the school. 

Kent on Sunday organised the 
concert with the UK charity that 
supports the school.

AUG Matt Damon praised 
2007 the director Paul 
I ■■ Greengrass, who grew 

up in Kent. 

The Bourne Ultimatum, direct¬ 
ed by Greengrass and starring 
Damon in the title role, opened 
nationwide at cinemas in August. 

Damon told Kent on Sunday: 
“Paul’s style about not interfering 
in what’s happening - it comes out 
of his documentary film-making.” 

Of Greengrass’ decision to direct 
The Bourne Ultimatum, Damon 
said: “That was my cue to sign up 
because he didn’t need to direct 
the third Bourne film. He’s about 
as white hot as you can get in 
Hollywood standards.” 


# AN ARMY sniper revealed for 
the first time details of a ferocious 
battle in Iraq involving Kent- 
based troops. 

Sergeant Dan Mills is a member 
of 1st Battalion, the Princess of 
Wales’ Royal Regiment (1WPRR), 
which has its regimental head¬ 
quarters in Canterbury. 

He wrote a best-selling book 
about his experience of the Siege 
of Cimic House in August, 2004. 

He and a small company of 100 
British soldiers held onto a remote 
base in the town of A1 Amarah, in 
the Maysan province, while fanat¬ 
ical soldiers from the Mahdi Army 
attempted to dislodge them. 

• TV actor Chris Langham was 
found guilty of 15 counts of mak¬ 
ing indecent images of children. 

Langham, of Cranbrook, was 
later jailed for 10 months, though 
the sentence was later reduced on 
appeal. 



• NINETY patients 
died as a result of con¬ 
tracting the superbug 
Clostridium difficile at 
hospitals run by the Maidstone 
and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, 
according to a damning report 
from the Healthcare Commission. 

The watchdog said there was “a 
litany of errors” in infection 
control and criticised the lack of 
leadership at the trust. 

The trust’s chief executive Rose 
Gibb resigned shortly before the 
report was made public. 

• A GROWING number of fami¬ 
lies were facing unmanageable lev¬ 
els of debt - and experts warned 
the situation would escalate. 

Many families faced a ‘triple 
whammy of bills in September 
from back-to-school expenses, cred¬ 
it card statements for summer hol¬ 
idays and rising mortgage rates. 

Nationally, the amount of people 
losing their homes to debt was up 
by nearly a third on 2006’s figures 
as a result of interest rates 
increasing, the commission said. 

• LORD Deedes’ youngest daugh¬ 
ter, Lucy, spoke of her sadness 
on ending the famiiys ties with 
the county after their home was 
put up for sale. 

The former Ashford MP and 
Daily Telegraph editor, who died 
aged 94, had lived in the pictur¬ 
esque country house known as 
New Hayters in Aldington since 
1946, but went on the market in 
September for £750,000. 

The family’s connection with 
Kent goes even further, with three 
of Lord Deedes’ ancestors serving 
as Members of Parliament in the 
19th century. 

• A CAMPAIGN was launched to 


have the town of Dover given the 
highest civilian award for bravery 
for its role during World War Two. 

Its supporters called on the 
Government to award the town 
the George Cross medal, an idea 
first mooted by the Lord Mayor of 
London in September 1944.

• MUCH-LOVED radio presenter 
Julie Maddocks bid an emotional 
farewell to her listeners after being 
axed from her afternoon slot by 
BBC bosses. 

Her dismissal had caused uproar among her 
colleagues at BBC Radio Kent’s headquarters 
in Tunbridge Wells. 

One told KoS: “It was not Julie’s choice to go 
and it is incredibly sad.” 

• WHEN Tony Blair bought Gordon Brown an 
ice cream in Gillingham ahead of the last gen¬ 
eral election some of his close advisors were 
“almost vomiting”. 

The Prime Minister and his soon-to-be-suc- 
cessor were frequently photographed and 
filmed on the campaign trail together in 2005 
in a sign of carefully choreographed unity, but 
a new Blair biography had revealed that all 
was not as it seemed. 

According to Blair Unbound, Downing Street 
insiders said: “They’re virtually holding hands” 
and “People were almost vomiting”. 

# NEARLY three quarters of all criminal 
offences committed in Kent go unsolved, figures 
revealed. The Home Office statistics, released 
in October, showed detection rates for every 
type of criminal offence. 

Kent Police detected 18 per cent of robberies; 
49 per cent of violence cases; 29 per cent of sex 
offences; 16 per cent of criminal damage cases; 
30 per cent of fraud and forgery cases and 20 
per cent for theft and handling stolen goods. 

Police detected a combined average of just 27 
per cent of all crimes in 2006-07.

• THE parents of Jake Alderton 
paid tribute to their loving son who 
died in the service of his country in 
Afghanistan. 

Lance Corporal Jake Alderton, a soldier with 
Maidstone-based 36 Engineer Regiment was 
killed in a road accident in Helmand Province. 

Keith Alderton, his father, said: “If I could get 
him back tomorrow I’d have him, but what a 
fitting person to be that special, last soldier to 
die before Remembrance Sunday.” 

• ESTATE agents said the home information 
packs were causing widespread confusion and 
should be scrapped. The Government 
announced that the packs would be extended 
so that they cover all properties. 

Aimed at speeding up the selling process, the 
packs were intended to help potential buyers 
decide whether a property is suitable. 

But agents in Kent said that HIPs had cre¬ 
ated more trouble than they have solved. 


• TWO bodies were found at a house in 
Margate. Police discovered the body of missing 
schoolgirl Vicky Hamilton in the garden of 50 
Irvine Drive. 

The 15-year-old was last seen in Scotland in 
1991. Peter Tobin, 61, has been charged with 
her murder. 

Police later found the body of Dinah 
McNicol, who was last seen in Surrey in 1991. 
They are still investigating her death. 

• UNMANNED police spy planes could soon 
be patrolling the skies over Kent on the hunt 
for smugglers, criminals and erratic drivers. 

Kent Police is planning to introduce the 
lightweight drones, currently being used by 
the military in Iraq and Afghanistan, by 2012. 

B # THE South East England 
Development Agency was branded a 
costly talking shop responsible for 
a “chronic, systematic waste of 
public money”. 

The quango, set up by Labour in 1999, was 
under scrutiny after it emerged that its three- 
day-a-week chairman, James Braithwaite, 
spent more than £51,000 on taxis last year. 

The political commentator Leo McKinstry 
accused Seeda - which spent £195 million last 
year - of having “a scandalous contempt for 
the public purse”. 

• KENT’S most senior policeman said that his 
officers felt the Home Secretary had “taken 
advantage” of them with a new pay deal. 

Chief Constable Michael Fuller said that 
Jacqui Smith’s decision not to backdate their 
wage increase to September had left them 
“demoralised and de-motivated”. 

An independent tribunal recommended that 
police be given a 2.5 per cent pay rise, but by 
backdating it to December 1 they will only 
receive a real-term increase of 1.9 per cent. 

• AN ARTIST who is producing an exclusive 
artwork to be exhibited in Folkestone scooped 
this year’s Turner Prize. 

Mark Wallinger won the prestigious award 
for his work State Britain, a precise recon¬ 
struction of anti-war protestor Brian Haw’s 
display that stood in Parliament Square before 
being taken down by police last year. 

Mr Wallinger is one of 23 artists taking part 
in the first Folkestone Triennial, a cultural 
event in which public works of art will be 
installed around the town next summer. 

• THE ARCHBISHOP of Canterbury made 
an impassioned Christmas appeal for 
mankind to care more about the world. 

In a special message to Kent on Sunday 
readers, Dr Rowan Williams referred to recent 
talks in Bali on climate change. 

He called on people to help address global 
warming, even if that meant making sacrifices.

Book celebrates 
lively art scene

YOU might not realise it at 
first glance, but there is 
something of an artistic ren¬ 
aissance going on in 
Medway. 

This was the view of Londoners 
Steve Rowland and Bianca Donnelly, 
who moved to the area a little over 
two years ago and were so impressed 
with its artistic underbelly they 
decided to showcase it. 

They have produced a book entitled 
Made in Medway, in which 27 local 
artists, ranging from photographers 
and painters to fashion designers 
and furniture makers, have con¬ 
tributed their vision of what it means 
to come from the Medway towns. 

All the artists were asked to pro¬ 
duce a work inspired by the area, 
resulting in a diverse and not always 
flattering vision of the towns. 

These include illustrator Mark 
Barnes’ work The Medway 
Masterplan, which depicts the ‘Ghost 
of Medway 5 looking on as workmen in 
hard hats discuss their plans to 
change the town, photographer 
Laura Campion’s Chatham Boiz and 
Blue Doors, in which she took photos 
of areas that will be tom down as 
part of Medway’s regeneration, and 
Danielle Wright’s Dickens inspired 
illustration You May Kiss Me, if You 
Like. 

Mr Rowland, a graphic designer 
himself, said the idea was to promote 
people working in both fine arts and 
commercial arts. 

He said: “There are lots of extreme¬ 
ly talented creative people working in 
Medway and what we wanted to do 
was create a shop window for them. 

“There is a Medway scene in terms 


of Billy Childish and the Stuckists, 
and there are book publishers and 
spoken word, but there was no cre¬ 
ative hub for the fine arts or for cre¬ 
ative commercial companies. 

“What we wanted to do is create a 
place where we could showcase all 
these talents. We wanted to create a 
coffee table book which was some of 
quality that people would keep, but 
that would also be given to compa¬ 



nies so that if someone is looking for 
a graphic designer they can find one 
locally.”

Flood risk from 
sea and weather 


KENT’S sea defences will 
be able to cope with higher 
sea level rises than expect¬ 
ed but severe weather 
could cause devastating 
floods, according to the 
Environment Agency. 

A new report by the National 
Oceanography Centre has warned 
sea levels could rise well above 
expected levels this century, but the 
agency has claimed it has contin¬ 
gency plans that could be brought 
forward. 

The report, which examined sea 
levels in the period of global warming 
after the last ice age, claimed that 
when the Earth was last warming up 
at the current rate the sea rose by 
around 1.6 metres a centrny. This is 
well above current predictions of just 
under one metre by 2100. 

It followed another report by for¬ 
mer health authority chairman Sir 
Michael Pitt into this summer’s 
flooding, which warned the 
Government must act now if it is to 
prevent the sort of devastation wit¬ 
nessed this summer. 

Neil Gunn, the EA’s team leader 
for flood-risk mapping, said there 
were contingency plans for every 
possible sea-rise scenario and if lev¬ 
els were to rise quicker it would be a

case of bringing these forward. 

He said: “We have a range of 
options, and nothing is taken off the 
table: everything from new walls 
and defences to building a barrage 
between Sheemess and Southend. 

“There will be parts of the coast 
where it will become no longer eco¬ 
nomical to defend because we are 
not protecting people there, but 
there are parts of the coast we are 
obliged to protect because there is 
some form of habitat behind it or 
towns with people in.”

He said the agency was currently 
planning for sea level rises of 4mm 
a year until 2025, 8mm a year from 
2025-50,12mm a year from 2050-80 
and 15mm a year from 2080-2115. 
This would give an overall rise of 
92.8cm by 2100. 

Agency spokeswoman Cat Ross 
said nothing could prevent severe 
flooding in Kent, but residents could 
be better prepared to cope with it. 

She said: “The thing with 
extreme weather is you could 
always get a worse event. There 
could be a hurricane bigger than 
Katrina or a tsunami bigger than 
the one that hit Thailand or floods 


worse than we saw this year. 

“The thing with climate change is 
we are seeing more and more 
extreme weather. 

“The main thing for Kent is about 
people looking at making them¬ 
selves and their homes more 
resilient. The first thing they can do 
is find out if they are at risk of flood¬ 
ing using our Floodline service and 
then to make flood plans if they do 
live in at risk areas.” 

She also said it was imperative 
that good drainage systems were 
built into all new developments and 
that money be spent by local author¬ 
ities to upgrade existing drains. 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday ear¬ 
lier this year, Keith Ferrin, KCC 
cabinet member for the environ¬ 
ment, warned the county could face 
disastrous flooding if heavy rain 
was to hit. 

Mr Ferrin said the county needed 
“millions if not billions” to replace its 
archaic drainage system. 

Ms Ross added: “It’s not impossi¬ 
ble to replace drains but it is diffi¬ 
cult. People can make decisions for 
themselves that will help. For exam¬ 
ple, if someone has grass front lawn 
and is thinking about tarmacking it 
they are increasing the flood risk.”

Keeping Kent moving ... Protecting our wildlife 


Traffic lights are a regular part of most peoples’ 
daily commute and journeys around the county, 
so it’s not surprising that most of us don’t give 
them a lot of thought. 

At Kent Highway Services, we know how important 
traffic signals are to residents who use our roads 
and that faults need to be rectified very quickly to 
keep the county moving and to protect the safety 
of road users. 

That’s why we have a team to maintain the network 
of traffic signals across Kent. Our signal engineers 
look after 640 sets of traffic lights and go out all year 
round, whatever the time of day or night, to deal with 
faults as quickly as possible. 

We also have inspection engineers and lamp 
technicians who visit all of our sites regularly to 
make sure that the equipment is in full working 
order - we replace the lamps every six months to 
minimise any failure and we are currently carrying 
out a programme to change the old lamps for new 
LED (Light Emitting Diodes) design signals that 
use less electricity and last longer. As well as 
being better for the environment, these new bulbs 
do not need to be replaced every six months, 
meaning that they’re more cost effective too. 

Our maintenance installers are kept busy with a range 
of tasks including supervising contractors working 
on our equipment, replacing or repairing damaged 
equipment, carrying out planned maintenance and 
working on modernisation schemes. 

Co-ordinating all of this activity is our administration 
team who watch the network everyday and liaise 
with our team on the ground to respond to situations 
quickly and keep the network moving.

Trackjet for quick grip 


Road and pavement resurfacing is an essential 
part of our maintenance programme to make sure 
that they’re kept in a safe condition. Unfortunately, 
resurfacing using traditional methods does 
have several disadvantages. As well as being 
time-consuming and disruptive for motorists, it can 
sometimes means unnecessary reconstruction 
of surfaces that are actually structurally sound, 
and we think that the money it costs could be 
better used elsewhere. 

That’s why we’ve been carrying out trials across 
the county with the new Trackjet vehicle. Trackjet 
was originally developed for restoring airport 
runway surfaces and it is currently used at 13 
of the UK’s airports. 

This unique vehicle is fitted with high-pressure 
nozzles that use clean water to blast away built 
up residue on roads and pavements. The surfaces 
are instantly re-textured without the need to add 
more materials. The system doesn’t involve any 
chemicals and the residue and waste water is 
collected simultaneously by its integrated 
Vacuflex system. Waste water is stored internally 
in a tank, so that the surface is almost dry after 
treatment and ready for use immediately. 



The Trackjet is also a much faster way to treat 
surfaces - it can cover almost a mile a day! 

New roads can benefit from this technology too 
because using Trackjet can remove the film on new 
surfaces and means that roads have optimum grip 
immediately, without the need for ‘slippery road’ 
signs on new surfaces. 

The trials have been very successful so far, so look 
out for Trackjet in a road near you!

Spring may seem like a long way 
off at the moment, but at Kent 
Highway Services, our ecology team 
is already planning for wildlife 
surveys in spring 2008. 



Protecting wildlife is an important 
consideration whenever we develop 
highway schemes, and surveys 
need to be planned well in 
advance to make sure 
that we can carry them out 
properly before disturbing any ground. 

For example, did you know that for reptile surveys, we often need to 
carry out at least 16 site visits and for great crested newts it can be up 
to six? The optimum time to undertake those surveys is in April and 
May and every visit has to be carried out during suitable weather 
conditions. The whole process can take several months, so it’s easy to 
see why we have to plan ahead! 

In the case of dormouse and water vole surveys, we ideally need to 
start around April and the surveys can go on until October and 
November. Following surveys, we sometimes need to allow a whole 
year to adequately protect wildlife before we can start any works. 

Bats are another species that we have a responsibility to protect. 
Dealing with the presence of bats in highways structures is a delicate 
and time-consuming activity, but we take their 
protection very seriously. For example, bat 
roosts were recently discovered in a large 
stone arch near Tonbridge, so we’ve halted 
repair work to the bridge and applied to 
Natural England for a licence to proceed 
whilst adding special structures to make 
a safe home for the bats.

CofE conference 
fight on gay clergy 


THE Bishop of Rochester could 
be heading for a confrontation 
with the Archbishop of 
Canterbury over the ordination 
of gay bishops. 

The issue has threatened to cause the 
biggest split in the Anglican Church’s histo¬ 
ry, which the archbishop has so far man¬ 
aged to narrowly avoid. 

Dr Rowan Williams flew out to New 
Orleans in September for last-ditch talks to 
persuade the American Episcopal Church 
to abandon its decision to ordain gay bish¬ 
ops, as it had done in 2003 with the ordina¬ 
tion of Gene Robinson in New Hampshire. 

Several diocese split from the American 
church as a result of the ordination, which 
also prompted some conservative clergy¬ 
men, particularly in Africa, to call for the 
Americans to be cast out of its internation¬ 
al body, the Anglican Communion. 

Bishop Michael Nazir-Ali has previously 
warned he may boycott next year’s 
Lambeth Conference, which happens once 
every decade and is one of the biggest 
events in the Church calendar, over the 
issue. 

It is due to take place at the University of 
Kent at Canterbury next July, but some 
conservative bishops have planned a rival 
conference to take place in Israel and 
Palestine in June.

(GAFCON), was agreed at a meeting of sen¬ 
ior clergy in Nairobi before Christmas. The 
Bishop of Rochester was consulted by tele¬ 
phone. 

Bishops attending the rival event will still 
be free to attend Lambeth, and it is under¬ 
stood Dr Nazir-Ali will make his position 
clear in February. 

Speaking to the Daily Telegraph, he said: 
“My difficulty at the moment is not with a 
particular person, such as Gene Robinson, 
but with those who felt it right to approve 
and officiate at his ordination. 

“Unless they are willing to say that what 
they did was contrary to the Gospel, and we 
all of us from time to time need to repent 
about what we have done wrong, I would 
find it very difficult to be with them in a 
council of bishops.” 

Many bishops have yet to formally accept 
their invitations to the Lambeth 
Conference. 

GAFCON spokesman Canon Chris 
Sugden would not be drawn on whether or 
not Dr Williams would be invited to the 
rival conference. He said: “Of course, the 
Archbishop will be preoccupied with the 
Lambeth Conference, but no decisions have 
been made yet.” 

A spokeswoman for Lambeth Palace said 


the Archbishop of Canterbury would not be 
making any comment on the alternative 
conference. 

However, in his Advent letter to bishops, 
Dr Williams warned that refusal to meet at 
the conference would be “a refusal of the 
cross - and so of the resurrection”. He said: 
“It is historically an aspect of the role of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury to articulate the 
mind of the Communion, in moments of 
tension and controversy. I do so out of the 
profound conviction that the existence of 
our Communion is truly a gift of God to the 
wholeness of Christ’s Church and that all of 
us will be seriously wounded and dimin¬ 
ished if our Communion fractures any fur¬ 
ther; but also out of the no less profound 
conviction that our identity as Anglicans is 
not something without boundaries.”

THE Lambeth Conference is the biggest gather¬ 
ing of senior Anglican clergymen in the world. 

It takes place every 10 years and brings 
together more than 800 bishops from across the 
globe for prayer, debate and discussion. 

The next event takes place at the University of 
Kent at Canterbury in July and will be hosted by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr Rowan 
Williams. 

Dr Williams has set out several aims for next 
year’s 20-day conference. These are that the bish¬ 
ops attending will be restored and refreshed spir¬ 
itually, gain deeper knowledge of each other and 
be more aware of the spiritual and physical 
resources God has given them to meet missionary 
challenges in different parts of the world. 

He hopes to address conflict, discover a new 
level of trust in common service to God and gain 
greater understanding of the contribution 
Anglicanism can make to the worldwide church 
and the world. 

He also hopes the bishops will come away 
with a greater understanding and appreciation 
of life together in the Anglican Communion. 

Bishops’ wives are also invited to take part in 
a Spouses Conference which runs parallel to the 
main event, and is to be hosted by Dr Williams’ 
wife Jane.

GOVERNMENT plans to revo¬ 
lutionise to the way care and 
support is given to disabled peo¬ 
ple and the elderly are already 
up and running in Kent. 

Across the county, new technology and 
direct payment schemes are giving people 
and their carers more control over the care 
they receive, said Kent County Council. 

The Government recently announced 
that £520 million would be given to local 
authorities over three years in what the 
health secretary Alan Johnson described as 
“potentially one of the most radical public 
service reforms for a generation”. 

The way people access care will be 
changed - with a focus on independence, 
wellbeing and dignity 

KCC’s director of adult services Oliver 
Mills said: “I think Kent has been ahead of 
the game and has strongly influenced the 
Government to go down this track.” 

Changes include giving people a personal 
budget so they can choose what kind of 
services they want and how they are pro¬ 
vided. This has been happening in Kent 
through direct payment schemes. 

People in Kent have been able to choose to 
employ their own care assistants and go to 
hotels rather than to residential homes for 
respite care. 

Mr Mills added: “This announcement is in 
line with what Kent wanted to do. Over the 
last three or four years around 15,000 peo¬ 
ple now receive their care in this way who 
would previously have had it provided by 
social services.” 

TeleHealth technology helps people with 
chronic diseases manage their own health 
needs - by allowing them to carry out regular 
health checks at home and sending details to 
their GP so the results can be monitored. 

Cllr Kevin Lynes, KCC’s cabinet member 
for adult services, said he was meeting with 
the care services minister Ivan Lewis in 
January to discuss the plans. 

ct We are very much of one mind that the 
idea of personalisation and great freedom, 
choice and control should be realised,” he 
said. 

However, concerns were raised about the 
cost of providing this model of care. 

Cllr Lynes said that if 1,000 people, for 
example, bought individual care packages 
instead of KCC going to the market and 
buying the 1,000 packages then economies 
of scale would be lost. 

“For people to have more choice and control 
the Government needs to acknowledge that 
there are issues around funding,” he said. 

The growing cost of social care has 
already been felt in Kent this year after 
domiciliary care charges were increased to 
85 per cent of people’s disposable income. 

Cllr Lynes said although the decision was 
“unpalatable” it was necessary to keep pro¬ 
viding care for people with moderate needs. 

He said in a growing number of counties 
only pensioners and disabled people with 
critical needs were receiving social services. 

‘We do a lot of preventative work. By 
helping people with a lower level of need 
you are able to prevent them from becom¬ 
ing more critical,” said Cllr Lines. 

“One of the questions I will ask the minis¬ 
ter is how the Government intends to bring 
that [eligibility criteria] back down.”

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Entrepreneur 
warns of stock 
market crash

THE multi-millionaire who 
led a controversial takeover 
of EMI has compared the 
financial climate in Britain 
to that of America in 1929 
when the Wall Street Crash 
took place. 

Terra Firma boss Guy Hands has 
sent investors, bankers and 
journalists a gloomy book as a 
Christmas present - The Great 
Crash 1929, by John Kenneth 
Galbraith. 

It tells the story of the American 
stock market collapse that saw the 
country plunge into the Great 
Depression and the worst economic 
period in its history, with at least 13 
million unemployed. 

Mr Hands, 48, who went to 
grammar school in Kent and lives in 
Sevenoaks, sent a letter with the 
book explaining the similarities 
between the US market in 1929 and 
now in the UK. 

Blaming governments for allowing 
borrowing to soar, he said: 
“Governments have had a vested 
interest in making everything 
appear rosy and thus have 
encouraged ever-increasing 

borrowing as the alternative would 
have been a slowdown in growth.” 

In order to ensure there was not a 
“great crash”, Western governments 
needed to “find a way to unwind this 
excess in liquidity without social and 
economic chaos,” said Mr Hands, who 
with his wife Julia owns a group of 
country-house hotels, including some 
in Kent. 

Earlier this month, Mr Hands, who 
began his City career trading bonds 
in 1982 for Goldman Sachs, wrote a 
conciliatory letter to some of the 
world’s top musicians, reassuring 
them about Terra Firma’s takeover of 
music company EMI.

Radiohead are among artists to 
have criticised the move, while 
Robbie Williams is thought to be 
considering signing to a new record 
label after the release of his next 
album. 

Earlier correspondence from Mr 
Hands to EMI’s staff - which was 
leaked to the media - had first 
triggered the anger. 

He wrote: ‘While many [artists] 
spend huge amounts of time working 
with their label to promote, perfect 
and endorse their music, some 
unfortunately simply focus on 
negotiating for the maximum 
advance - advances which are often 
never repaid. 

“However, once EMI has the best 
products and services in music and 
the best culture for working together 
then, as already exists within some of 
our labels, it will be open to us to 
choose which artists we wish to work 
with and promote.” 

In a newspaper interview, 
Radiohead guitarist Ed O’Brien said 
the band wanted to do a new deal

with EMI, but were unhappy Mr 
Hands was at the helm. 

He claimed Mr Hands did not 
understand the music industry and 
added: “Hands couldn’t give us what 
we wanted.” 

Paul McCartney, who had been 
with EMI for 45 years, said the label 
had become “boring” and has now 
signed to the Starbucks label, Hear 
Music. 

Mr Hands, who went to The Judd 
School in Tonbridge, attempted to 
placate angry rock and pop stars in a 
new letter. 

He told artists such as Gorillaz, 
Coldplay and Kylie Minogue that 
comments taken from his letter to 
EMI staff had been “highly selective”. 
He told the stars they were “at the 
epicentre” of his vision for the future 
of the music company. 

Mr and Mrs Hands’ fortune was 
valued at £200 million in the Sunday 
Times Rich List 2007.

MAIDSTONE MP Ann 
Widdecombe has criticised Tony 
Blair’s voting record in the wake 
of his conversion to Catholicism. 

The former Prime Minister announced 
his conversion to Roman Catholicism, the 
religion of his wife Cherie, just six months 
after leaving Downing Street. 

Mr Blair’s conversion had been the subject 
of much speculation during his 10 years in 
office, especially as he regularly attended 
Catholic masses and visited Pope Benedict 
XVI as one of his last acts as Prime Minister. 

Ms Widdecombe, who converted to 
Catholicism after the Anglican church 
decided to allow women to become priests, 
said: “He has voted three times in the 
Commons against some of the core beliefs of 
the Roman Catholic church on abortion, 



embryo research and Sunday trading. 

“Since he has made a public conversion to 
Catholicism we are entitled to ask how he 
reconciles these actions with such teaching.” 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr Rowan 
Williams, said he wished Mr Blair well. 

He said: “Tony Blair has my prayers and 
good wishes as he takes this step in his 
Christian pilgrimage. 

“A great Catholic writer of the last centu¬ 
ry said that the only reason for moving from 
one Christian family to another was to 
deepen one’s relationship with God. 

“I pray that this will be the result of Tony 
Blair’s decision in his personal life.” 

Asked about how much Mr Blair’s reli¬ 
gious beliefs affected his political decision 
making, his former press secretary Alistair 
Campbell once remarked: ‘We don’t do God”. 

However, in a recent BBC documentary, Mr 
Campbell admitted Mr Blair “does do God in 
quite a big way”, but steered away from overt 
religiosity while Prime Minister as he feared 
it would not go down well with voters. 

Mr Blair told the same documentary: “If 
you talk about it in our own system and, 
frankly, people think you’re a nutter.” 

That comment touched a nerve with the 
Bishop of Rochester, Dr Michael Nazir-Ali, 
who said: “I am sorry Tony Blair feels he 
could not talk about his faith in case people 
thought he was a nutter. A Christian vision 
underlies all that is important about 
Britain: its laws, institutions and values. If 
Blair had been able to relate this vision to 
his policies, we would have had more con¬ 
structive social policy at home and princi¬ 
pled policies abroad.”

THE perennial problem 
that Liberal Democrat 
leaders have faced is how 
to convince the electorate 
they are worth voting for. 

If Nick Clegg is to be the first 
Liberal Prime Minister since 
Lloyd George he has to turn 
around the public perception that 
the Lib Dems are a nice, fluffy 
party full of interesting ideas that 
they will never have to put into 
practice. 

Fortunately for him, the current 
political climate could mean he 
has taken over the leadership of 
the party at just the right 
moment. 

For the Lib Dems to be electable 
they need a track record in power, 
which may seem like a Catch 22, 
but with Labour fumbling and 
many voters still hesitant to back 
the Tories there is a very real pos¬ 
sibility of a hung Parliament at 
the next election. 

This would make the Lib Dems 
the power brokers, and for the 
first time in nearly a century 
some of their senior figures could 
find themselves wielding actual 
authority. 

A few Liberals in government 
office, followed by some of their 
policies making it onto the statute 
books, could transform the party 
into one that, come the next elec¬ 
tion, could point to actual achieve¬ 
ment. 

They will be judged, like 
Labour and the Conservatives, 
on things achieved in govern¬ 
ment, and the boost to their

credibility will be immense. 

However, this all begs another 
question. In choosing Nick Clegg, 
have the Liberals chosen the right 
man to walk the political 
tightrope that leads to electabili- 

ty? 

His critics have dismissed him 
as a David Cameron clone, media 
savvy but policy light and too 
inexperienced to win the political 
battles that lie ahead. 


The thing is, unlike Mr 
Cameron, Mr Clegg does not need 
to win the next election, he just 
needs to keep the Lib Dems’ 
heads above the water. 

If he can just keep the same 
number of seats they have now it 
may be enough to wield real influ¬ 
ence in a hung Parliament, 
although that is a big ask with 
Labour and the Dave’s Tories now 
occupying so much of the tradi¬ 
tional Lib Dem territory. 

He needs a distinct voice in 
order to give the party credibility, 
even if it is an unpopular one at 
times. 

If he can keep up the 
Blair/Cameron-esque charm 
offensive while establishing areas 
where the Lib Dems have a clear 
message - Europe, tax, small gov¬ 
ernment - he may just be able to 
keep them relevant. 

However, the Lib Dems are a 
contrary bunch and for Mr Clegg 
to achieve the sort of credibility 
necessary at the next election he 
will need to stop disgruntled 
backbenchers from sharpening 
their knives again. 

His narrow victory hardly gave 
him a strong mandate and there 
are popular figures behind him 



that many would rather see in the 
leader’s chair. 

Not only are there the very 
many Lib Dems who voted for his 
rival Chris Huhne, but there are 
many who would have wished to 
have seen Vince Cable remain as 
leader after some impressive out¬ 
ings in recent weeks. 

Then, of course, there are the 
still popular party elders Charles 
Kennedy and Sir Menzies 
Campbell. 

Gone but not forgotten and, par¬ 
ticularly in Mr Kennedy’s case, 
highly visible. 

Mr Clegg has a great opportuni¬ 
ty over the coming years to make 
the Liberal Democrats a party 
that can be taken seriously - he 
might even be able to make them 
electable. 

But to do so he has to prove him¬ 
self to be a canny, principled 
leader with a firm hand when it 
comes to handling the 
Government, the Tories and his 
own unruly mob.

Six days before Christmas my husband 
John was driving through our village on 
his way out to do a job. 

It was early afternoon. He knows the 
road well and has travelled down it thou¬ 
sands of times. 

He approached a stationary bus and as he 
passed it a teenage girl suddenly stepped 
out from its rear, collided with the front off¬ 
side comer of his van and literally bounced 
up the road, landing on her lower back. 

It all happened in a split second. There 
was absolutely nothing my husband could 
have done to stop it happening. 

The good news is that my husband was 
travelling around 20 miles an hour. Had 
he been travelling at 30, she would most 
likely have broken bones or suffered head 
injuries. 

Had be been travelling at 40, as so many 
people do through our villages and towns, 
she may well have been killed - simple as 
that! 

The result of the incident was that apart 
from cuts and bmises the teenage girl is 
fine and did not have to go to hospital. My 
husband has now replaced the smashed 
headlamp on his van but he has decided to 


keep the small dent that her body made 
on his bumper as a reminder to keep alert 
and keep his speed down. 

He now keeps going over and over in his 
mind what could have happened, as all 
responsible people would. 

Time will reduce the feeling of dread 
those thoughts bring on, but it has made 
us think about what we are doing when 
we get behind the wheel of a vehicle. 

We are in fact controlling a lethal 
weapon and a split second of 
non-attentiveness whilst exercising that 
control can lead to life-altering 
circumstances. 

My plea to everyone is - please keep 
your speed down. Accidents will always 
happen and children with their minds on 
other things will often forget their green 
cross code. 

We as drivers must remember that 
unforeseen circumstances could be around 
any corner, or could appear from behind 
any bus, but by keeping our speed down 
the outcomes of those incidents can be so 
very different.

Rail depot’s green light 

We have received the Secretary of State’s 
decision, which is to uphold ProLogis’s 
appeal and permit the rail freight depot 
proposed on green belt land next to Slade 
Green.

PAN’S LABYRINTH 


AMONG Film4’s festive offerings this 
year was a real gem, if a little sharp 
around the edges. 

Let me first state that the Oscar-winning Pan’s 
Labyrinth is not a children’s film. Anyone confusing 
it with the wonderful Labyrinth, starring a bunch 
of Muppets and David Bowie in tights, will be in for 
a shock. 

Director Guillermo del Toro has created a 
masterpiece of dark and disturbing visions, which 
achieves the mind-bending task of layering a fantasy 
world of fauns, fairies and giant toads against the 
desperate backdrop of the Spanish Civil War. 

The film spends just as much time with the vicious 
Captain Vidal, torturer and hunter of rebels hiding 
in the woods, as it does with his bewildered new 
stepdaughter Ofelia. His appalling acts are 
presented candidly - del Toro, unlike most other 
directors, chooses every time to cut just after the 
dreaded shot, rather than before. 

Ofelia’s adventures in the underworld are hardly 
less frightening, but the grotesque creatures she 
meets hold an undeniable fascination that sticks in 
the mind long after the credits have rolled. Convinced 
she is a long lost princess who must complete three 
tasks to regain her rightful place, Ofelia endures 
various terrifying and stomach-churning adventures 
while the fighting rages above her head. 

Filmed in Spanish, the awkwardness of reading 
subtitles is soon forgotten as the amazing imagery 
unfolds itself. A difficult and often brutal experience, 
Pan’s Labyrinth is a modern classic which any movie 
fan should add to their collection. 

Among the cinematic treats yet to be broadcast is 
Mission: Impossible (Sunday, ITV1, 5pm). The smart 
and exciting first film offers a chance to enjoy the 
concept before it turned into the Look At Me, I’m Tom 
Cruise Show in instalments two and three. 

There cannot be a person alive who has not yet 
seen Crocodile Dundee (Sunday, Film4, 7.15pm), but 
it remains a perennial favourite, if only for the 
famous knife scene. 

Baz Luhrman manages to make the Bard (briefly) 
cool again with the beautifully shot William 
Shakespeare’s Romeo + Juliet (Monday, Film4,9pm). 

For a real treat to sign off the festive season, don’t 
miss Finding Neverland (Tuesday, BBC2,5.30pm) in 
which the divine Johnny Depp proves yet again that 
he is a celluloid treasure. The touching and fantastic 
story of JM Barrie and his most famous creation, 
Peter Pan, is a memorable tale that won’t give you 
nightmares.

CINEMA 

I AM LEGEND (15) 

In this post-apocalyptic thriller about the 
last survivor of a terrible man-made 
catastrophe, virologist Robert Neville 
(Will Smith) lives in the ruins of the Big 
Apple seeking a cure for the outbreak. 

For the first hour Smith’s natural 
charisma and likeability holds us 
spellbound. But once the movie 
concentrates on the battle between 
Robert and Alpha Male, it becomes a 
second rate Resident Evil clone. 

BALLS OF FURY (12A) 

Robert Ben Garant serves up more 
punch-lines that fail to hit their target 
with this ham-fisted yarn, an underdog 
story set in the high velocity world of 
competitive ping-pong (yes, really) with 
Christopher Walken as the camp villain. 
Balls Of Fury is this year’s turkey, stuffed 
with flimsy, two-dimensional characters 
and obvious pratfalls. 

THE KITE RUNNER (12A) 

Shot on location in the western Chinese 
desert bordering Afghanistan with child 
non-actors, and predominantly in the 
Dari language (one of the two main 
tongues), The Kite Runner is a haunting 
and deeply moving tale of redemption, 
which casts a heady spell as it travels 
back and forth in time, between the 
streets of Kabul and San Francisco Bay. 

ST TRINIAN’S (12A) 

Girls just wanna have fun in Oliver 
Parker and Barnaby Thompson’s revival 
of the naughty hockey stick-wielding 
minxes. St Trinian’s is frothy and 
undemanding fun, interspersed with 
snappily edited montages set to songs by 
Shampoo, Sophie Ellis-Bextor and Girls 
Aloud. Stars Rupert Everett and Colin 
Firth. 

ALVIN AND THE CHIPMUNKS (U) 

Alvin And The Chipmunks treats its 
audience like fools, keeping dialogue to a 
minimum as the linear plot unfolds at a 
crawl with yawnsome predictability. 

Young viewers might giggle at the sight of 
one chipmunk noisily breaking wind in 
Dave’s face, but laughs are few and far 
between. 

ENCHANTED (PG) 

Combining animation and live action, 
Enchanted has all the ingredients of a 
modem classic: great performances, 
rumbustious comic set pieces, a sprinkling 
of romance and just enough heartfelt 


sentiment to draw a goofy, contented grin. 
Stars Amy Adams, Patrick Dempsey, 
Susan Sarandon and Timothy Spall. 

BEE MOVE (U) 

Co-written by Jerry Seinfeld, who also 
voices the lead character, computer- 
animated adventure Bee Movie is a fitfully 
amusing romp that peddles many obviously 
puns and gags: “A perfect report card - all 
b’s!” Seinfeld brings his dry humour to his 
role while Renee Zellweger, Matthew 
Broderick and co offer lively support. 

MR MAGORIUM’S WONDER 
EMPORIUM (U) 

Written and directed by Zach Helm, Mr 
Magorium’s Wonder Emporium unfolds in 
the form of a storybook narrated by a 
lonely nine-year-old boy called Eric (Zach 
Mills). Dustin Hoffman is instantly 
loveable as the wacky and wildly 
eccentric impresario and Natalie Portman 
brings depth to her role. 

WE OWN THE NIGHT (15) 

Director James Gray reunites with 
charismatic lead stars Joaquin Phoenix 
and Mark Wahlberg for this gritty 
account of betrayal and retribution, set 
against a backdrop of‘80s New York 
street crime. We Own The Night takes 
more than an hour to accelerate out of 
first gear, finally sparking to life during a 
terrific car chase sequence in the rain. 

THE GOLDEN COMPASS (PG) 

Thirteen-year-old Dakota Blue Richards 
from Brighton was plucked from 
obscurity to play the pivotal role of Lyra 


and she is terrific, holding her own 
against Nicole Kidman (in scene-stealing 
form) and a miasma of jaw-dropping 
special effects. The Golden Compass is an 
entertaining introduction to Philip 
Pullman’s writing, festooned with 
dazzling action set pieces. 

CODE NAME: THE CLEANER (PG) 

Les Mayfield’s misfiring and misconceived 
comedy, about an amnesiac who suspects 
he may be a CIA operative, is about as 
much fun as a pile of ironing. Leading 
man Cedric The Entertainer gurns 
furiously to camera and flings himself 
into the various set pieces with gusto. 
Code Name: The Cleaner splices comedy 
and action to disastrous effect, 
accomplishing neither genre with flair. 

HITMAN (15) 

A disappointing big screen version of the 
top-selling videogame. Director Xavier 
Gens has recreated the mood of the digital 
universe. What it lacks is the adrenaline 
rush that comes from taking control of the 
enigmatic Agent 47 and interacting with 
the brutal, bloodthirsty criminal 
underworld that is his hunting ground. 

FRED CLAUS (PG) 

Packed with festive schmaltz, this film will 
make you feel nauseous. Vince Vaughn 
stars in this modern day fairy tale about 
the rivalry between Saint Nick (Paul 
Giamatti) and his misunderstood brother, 
Fred (Vaughn). Laughs are so thin on the 
ground, it’s enough to bring out the 
Scrooge in you.

RESTAURANT REVIEW

AMID its historical splendour, 
bustling shopping centre and wide 
range of pubs and bars, the 
depth and variety of its restau¬ 
rants makes Canterbury some¬ 
thing of a Mecca when it comes to 
ways to wine and dine. 

And so it was perhaps always inevitable 
that the love-it-or-hate-it sushi bar was 
always just around the corner. 

Yoshi - not to be confused with the market 
leading Yo Sushi brand - is an intriguing lit¬ 
tle place. 

Operated by the same team behind the pop¬ 
ular Thais R Us oriental food outlet in St 
Dunstan’s Street and the Shangri-La Thai 
restaurant in the heart of Whitstable, it is cer¬ 
tainly a brave endeavour. 

Delicious 

Situated just outside the city walls - thus 
missing out on the core flood of tourist traffic 
which fuels the economy - and surrounded by 
Indian, Chinese and other eateries from near¬ 
er and further from home, it is up against 
some stiff, and more significantly established, 
outlets. 

Sushi is, by its very reputation, a hit or miss 
affair for the casual diner. Of course, it is not 
just raw fish - but a range of delicate dishes 
ranging from avocado in rice wrapped with 
seaweed, to salmon roe; a delicious form of 
caviar which ‘pops’ in the mouth with a truly 
tremendous explosion of taste that even the 
most anti-sushi critic may be forced to eat 
their words. 

On a midweek lunchtime, the place was - 
perhaps a little worryingly for its future suc¬ 
cess - deserted and the conveyor belt which 
takes the dishes around the tables still. 

Yet the welcome was warm from staff and

within moments the food was making its 
way towards us. 

Like Yo Sushi, the food comes on different 
coloured plates. Each colour relates to a 
price and at the end of the meal the plates 
are added up and your bill arrives. The top 
price plate weighs in at £3.50 so you can 
afford to treat yourself to something a little 
extravagant while not giving your credit 
card a headache. 

As to the food...well, it was a definite 
step down from what a Yo Sushi diner 
would be used to. 

The rice was a little stodgy and the 
range a little limited; although you could 
order anything from the menu to be pre¬ 
pared fresh - and everything was clearly 
labelled. The sushi virgin need not worry. 

Yet it is so very difficult to dislike the sushi 
dining experience. It is firstly a little unusu¬ 
al, even now, and with the food moving liter¬ 
ally under your nose, you know exactly what 


you are going to get before you pluck it from 
the conveyor. 

If you don’t fancy the bar-style eating 
experience, then you can sit at a more con¬ 
ventional table and be served at your seat. 

What’s more, with an offer of ten plates 
from less than £19, two of you can dine out 
cheaply and quickly. 

To judge its atmosphere when you are the 
only two in the establishment is nigh on 
impossible - suffice to say you would hope 
the evenings would bring a little more cus¬ 
tom. 

But it has the potential to work. 

Quite whether the appetite in a city 
already so well served for eateries is suffi¬ 
cient to see it through, remains to be seen.

The year of 
the landlord

BUY-to-let investors enjoyed 
another strong year in 2007 
as total returns generated 
by the average residential 
investment property reached 
21 per cent - the highest level 
for 28 months. 

With a combination of buoyant house 
prices, strong rental income and stable 
yields, the typical landlord generated 
more than £34,500 over the past year, 
according to the latest Buy-to-Let Index 
from Paragon. 

Growth in rental incomes has been 
exceptionally healthy over the year, 
reflecting the strength of demand for 
rented homes, with rents rising by six 
per cent over the past quarter and 17 
per cent in the past 12 months to reach 
a new record level of £11,300. 

The average value of buy-to-let prop¬ 
erty has also been strong, rising by 15.3 
per cent over the year, but yields have 
remained at six per cent or above 
throughout 2007 as landlords have been 
able to increase rents in line with prop¬ 
erty values. 

John Heron, Paragon’s director of mort¬ 
gages, said: “Returns generated by land¬ 
lords are very good and compare favourably 
with alternative investment classes. 

“An investment linked to the FTSE 
All Share made a year ago would have 
yielded just over 7.4 per cent from both 
capital appreciation and dividend 
yield, while the highest yielding 


internet savings accounts earn around 
six per cent. In comparison, the 
return of 21 per cent on buy-to-let 
looks particularly attractive.” 

Mr Heron continued: “Both rents and 
property values have grown strongly 
over the past 12 months. Looking for¬ 
ward, we can expect further upward 
pressure on rents to continue as first- 
time-buyers remain in rented accommo¬ 
dation for longer. 

“At the same time, property prices are 
expected to ease in some parts of the 
country, which will represent an opportu¬ 
nity for astute landlords who can acquire 
additional properties at attractive prices 
and let them out at a good return.” 

Confidence 

The Monetary Policy Committee’s deci¬ 
sion to cut Bank base rate by 0.25 per 
cent is seen as a positive factor for home 
buyers and for the wider economy, but is 
unlikely to lead to a major change in 
investor behaviour. 

Mr Heron explained: “The rate cut will 
help boost confidence for consumers and 
contribute to an easing of the wholesale 
credit markets and as such will be wel¬ 
comed by landlords too. 

“However, they base their investment 
decisions not on short-term interest rate 
signals but rather the long-term trend 
for tenant demand.” 

The Office for National Statistics has 
forecast the UK population will reach up 
to 108 million by 2081, he said. 

“Over the medium to long term, the 
proportion of the population living in 
rented homes will grow, leading in turn 
to further expansion in the private PROFITABLE: The buy-to-let market has generated

Changing the world 
is my full-time job

WHAT started as a hobby for 
Robert Wilson during his student 
days has now turned into a full¬ 
time career. 

Mr Wilson, from Tunbridge Wells, started 
sending books to Tanzania while studying 
politics at the University of Nottingham in 
2003. 

He launched the scheme after a fellow 
student told him how he had been shocked by 
the lack of resources in the country’s schools 
while on his gap year. 

Around 18 months ago, the scheme became 
an official charity, READ International, and 
more than 160,000 
textbooks have now 
been sent to the East 
African country. 

The 24-year-old 
said: “I certainly 
didn’t think I’d end 
up doing something 
so altruistic. 

“It is difficult to 
describe in words 
just how far we’ve 
come in the past 
year. 

“It started off as a 
bunch of mates with 
a vision to change 
the world. Things 
have moved forward 
so quickly - I can’t

wait to see where we go from here.” 

READ was recently awarded Best New 
Charity at the Times Charity Awards 2007. 

Mr Wilson said that children in Tanzania 
followed a similar syllabus to youngsters and 
the UK. 

But as one of the poorest nations in the world 
the teachers often lack the resources to teach. 

In Britain, the government pays for new 
textbooks every year for British pupils. Mr 
Wilson found good quality books, which would 
be invaluable to Tanzanian children and their 
teachers, were ending up in landfill sites. 

He said: ‘We have got a good relationship 
with the [Tanzanian] minister of education. 


“The Government over there has tripled 
the number of secondary schools but that has 
not been backed up by the resources. So we 
have come at a really good time for them.” 

This year 98,000 books were sent to 96 
schools in the Shinyanga, Tabora, Mara and 
Mtwara regions of Tanzania. 

READ continues to grow and in 2008 11 
universities will send 275,000 books to 
Tanzania helping more than 200 schools.

The latest model has seven airbags, seat- 
belt tensioners, belt-force limiters and 
‘Neck Pro’ crash-responsive head restraints 
fitted as standard, but Mercedes says 70 
per cent of the body panels are made from 
high-strength steel alloys to maximise safe¬ 
ty yet minimise weight.

In addition the car is fitted with the lat¬ 
est gadgetry to help ensure that a crash 
does not happen in the first place, such as 
ESP (electronic stability programme) and 
brake assist/ABS. 

The safety accolade is an added bonus 
ahead of anticipation generated by the 
estate model, which promises to blend the 
saloon’s sporting credentials with genuine 
load-lugging ability in a sector where some 
contenders err towards a superficial 
‘lifestyle estate’ image. 

Mercedes says the new car will carry a 
maximum of 1,500 litres - 146 better than 
the car it replaces, 85 more than the Jaguar 
X-Class Estate, a 
115 edge over 


the BMW 3-Series Touring and a 320 hike 
ahead of the Audi A4 Avant. 

Put into a context that many would-be 
buyers will relate to, this means the C- 
Class ‘wagon’ can carry four golf bags 
including trolleys. 

There are also numerous aids to better 
load-canying: bag hooks, anchor rings, net 
covers, a collapsible shopping crate and a 
push-button electronically-operated tailgate. 

There is an optional ‘Easy-Pack’ kit too, 
for partitioning the load compartment and 
securing any cargo. 

The car has a best-in-class towing capac¬ 
ity of up to 1,800kg and optional self-level¬ 
ing suspension to maintain a constant ride 
height regardless of loading. 

But the new C-Class Estate is not 


all about upmarket utility; in common with 
its saloon sister, the car is available with 
classic and sport grilles. 

The former, with its three-pointed star 
mounted above the latest incarnation of 
the familiar radiator grille, is designed to 
keep traditional buyers happy. 

The sport grille with the badge mounted 
coupe-style in the middle, is designed to 
attract younger buyers and possible con¬ 
verts to the brand. 

Combined with the muscular lines 
carried over from the saloon and an 
excellent all-round driving experience, the 
new C-Class Estate promises to be quite a 
load lugger.

GLOBAL warming has cast the 
motor car as the villain of the piece, 
but the love affair is far from over. 

The pace of car launches, new 
derivations and the hunt for new 
vehicle niches never flags as man¬ 
ufacturers pander to our every 
desire. 

So, 2007 - likely to be recorded 
as the year we finally bought into 
‘going green’ - saw some interest¬ 
ing arrivals and 2008 promises to 
be even more productive. 

THE GOOD 

Audi R8 (2007): Audi’s first 
supercar was derided by some as 
a ‘cloned Lamborghini’, but it 
looks superb and has enough 
buyers queuing to ensure that 
another sports car manufacturer 
- now VW Audi Group’s biggest 
shareholder - will probably make 
sure that ‘demand dwindles’ 
before it becomes a threat to the 
Porsche 911. 

Citroen C5 (2008): Wow! Where 
did that come from? Citroen has 
started to outshine senior partner 
Peugeot in the styling depart¬ 
ment and we now have this classy 
C5 replacement to look forward to 
in mid-2008. 

Fiat 500 (2008): Modelled on 
the 1960s ‘Cinquecento’ and likely 


to give the Mini a run for its 
money in the ‘retro chic’ arena, 
the new 500 arrives in January. 
Based on the existing Panda plat¬ 
form, it took the 2007 Car of the 
Year award anyway. 

Expect to see more manufactur¬ 
ers looking backwards to take 
their brand forwards: Citroen is 
using the legendary 2CV ‘Tin 
Snail’ to inspire the next C3 super¬ 
mini, BMW is working on a new 
age ‘Bubble Car’ and a reborn 
Jaguar could yet make a belated 
successor to the E-Type. 

Fiat Bravo (2007): With the 500 
waiting in the wings, the resur¬ 
gent Italian brand came up with 
this classy looking Ford Focus 
rival as a curtain-raiser. 

Ford Mondeo (2007): By 


launching this third generation 
Mondeo, Ford raised the bar for 
the ‘mainstream’ market sector 
and also posted a challenge to the 
German marques. It is a sophisti¬ 
cated and well-made family car 
held back only by the everyday 
badge on the bonnet. 

Jeep Patriot (2007): 4x4 for the 

price of a family hatch. Nuff said. 

Kia Ceed (2007): A seven-year 
warranty would be enough to sell 
this Ford Focus rival, but good 
prices and all-round appeal are 
also bundled in. A formidable 
package and proof that ‘the 
Koreans are coming’. 

Mazda6 (2007): Ford fancies 
taking on the Germans with the 
new Mondeo; Mazda is actually 
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the ugly 

in store for next year 


doing it with the second genera¬ 
tion ‘6’. 

Mercedes C-Class (2007): All- 

new compact executive model is 
muscular and great to drive. At 
last, Merc has a car to attack the 
BMW 3-Series. 

Mitsubishi Outlander/Citroen 
C-Crosser/ Peugeot 4007 
(2007): This smart 5+2-seat 4x4 
is a Mitsubishi design, but gave 
the French marques a belated 
chance to offer an SUV (sports 
utility vehicle). The more I’ve driv¬ 
en various versions, the more I’m 
impressed - a road test on the 
Peugeot appears shortly in Kent 
on Sunday and on www.cars- 
forkent.co.uk. 

Nissan Qashqai (2007): Nissan 
gave people what they wanted 
with the Qashqai, even if the 
name sounds like a bad sneeze. 
It’s part SUV, part family hatch, 
part people carrier - and the 
Nissan Sunderland plant can’t 
keep pace with demand. 

Volvo C30 (2007): Thanks to a 
botched launch schedule, Volvo’s 
elegant coupe cum sporting hatch 
got off to a faltering start, but it is 


worth a second look for mixing 
style, a good chassis, great 
engines and a touch of class. 

THE BAD 

Dodge Nitro (2007): This SUV 
could be forgiven its brick-like 
styling, but for the agricultural 
ride and driving experience. 

Hummer H3 (2007): The ‘baby 5 
version of the US military’s 
Humvee 4x4 also qualifies for our 
Ugly section. Is there room for 
this utilitarian, gas-guzzling lump 
in an already overcrowded 4x4 
market? I hope not. 

THE UGLY 

Chrysler Grand Voyager 
(2008): A proven winner in the 
people carrier sector for practical¬ 
ity and style, but why did 
Mercedes-Benz’s erstwhile part¬ 
ner have to turn the all-new 2008 
model into a box? 

Daihatsu Materia (2007): A 

baby MPV intended to capitalise 
on the ‘rage for retro’, but doesn’t 
hit the button in the looks depart¬ 
ment in the same way as cars like 
the Mini or Fiat 500.

A PARTNER at one of Kent’s lead¬ 
ing law firms is retiring after 48 
years in the legal profession.

TRAGEDY: 
Bob Woolmer 


KENT and England cricket 
legend Bob Woolmer died, 
leaving fans of the game 
shocked. 

Woolmer played for Kent 
at the age of 15 and went 
on to win the county cham¬ 
pionship with Kent in 
1970. He will also be 
remembered for playing 
for England in the 1981 
Ashes series. 

Woolmer retired from playing in 1984 and 
went into coaching. As a coach he almost guid¬ 
ed South Africa to the cricket World Cup in 
1999 and was coach of Pakistan since 2005. 

Woolmer died in his hotel room after 
Pakistan were knocked out of the 2007 cricket 
World Cup in the group stages.

FOREIGN PLAYERS 
TH REATEN RUGBY 


Influx of overseas stars is damaging game, warns RFU chief

RUGBY clubs in Kent are 
healthy and well-run, but they 
must be careful not to “destroy” 
themselves by taking on too 
many foreign players, say RFU 
chiefs Martyn Thomas and 
Francis Baron. 

Earlier this month the International 
Rugby Board chairman Dr Syd Millar said 
he felt an influx of overseas players was 
damaging the British game. 

RFU chairman Thomas agrees with Dr 
Millar and says the sport’s governing 
body are virtually powerless to prevent 
the problem. 

He said: ‘"You hear stories about clubs 
that have destroyed themselves by relying 
too much on overseas players. When they 
move on there is nothing left and they spi¬ 
ral down through the leagues. 

“I think clubs have to discipline them¬ 
selves. A club is not about getting up a 
couple of divisions in the next couple of 
years. Hopefully it is about still being here 
in 30 years’ time, so you can’t build on rely¬ 
ing on transient players. But there is not 
much we can do about it because clubs are 
independent.” 

While the spotlight has been on the 
quantity of overseas players in the elite 
game, RFU chief executive Francis Baron 
believes it can be just as much of a problem 
at grassroots level. 

Desire 

He told Kent on Sunday: (t You often come 
across clubs that in their desire to go from, 
say league level eight to league level five, 
they use Antipodean players who are 
here for maybe a couple of years and then 
they are off. If you build your success on 
players who are itinerant and you have too 
many of them in the club, the club will 
implode when they all go. 

“There are so many examples around the 
country of that happening and the club goes 
into ff eefall because they have got promot¬ 
ed to an unsustainable league level - the 
foreign players go and the club crashes 
down through the leagues. 

“Nobody likes to be in a club that is spi¬ 
ralling down so the club actually is in dan¬ 
ger of collapsing. We try and get the mes¬ 
sage across that clubs have to be disci¬ 
plined, they have to think carefully before 
taking in too many foreign players.” 

Despite the warnings, Baron does not 
think Kent’s clubs are badly affected by the 
problem. On the contrary, he is full of praise 
for the county’s teams. 

He said: “Kent is a very well-run county, it 
has got some fantastic volunteers who have

done a great job over the years. Most of South 
East England is healthy and economically 
thriving. Most of the problems facing clubs 
are related to growing and developing rather 
than in other counties clubs are struggling to 
survive.” 

With 95 per cent of the RFU’s revenue com¬ 
ing directly from the England senior team, 
the rugby body is fearful of the impact too 
many foreign players could have on team’s 
fortunes and the Imock-on effect for the game 
in the rest of the country. 

Baron said: “The finances of the whole 
game depend on the success of the England 
team. If you haven’t got a system that devel¬ 
ops young England players, you will never 
have a good England team. 

“The whole thing has to be a virtuous 
circle of investing in young talent to have 
a great England team which will generate 
more money to invest in the game grassroots 
and elite. 

“If you have too many foreign players in 
you end up in a situation where, maybe they 
have this in soccer now, it is difficult to have 
a competitive national side because there 
aren’t enough talented youngsters coming 
through.” 

To prevent rugby following football and 
having Premiership teams completely made 
up of foreign players, the RFU have acted. 
Although the governing body cannot place 
quotas on the number of non-English players 


in squads, they can make it more attractive 
for teams to nurture home-grown talent. 

In the new deal agreed with teams from 
the top tier last month, they included incen¬ 
tives for clubs to field players eligible to play 
for England. 

Instead of paying money into a central pool 
which is then divided equally between the 12 
teams, the RFU will now pay each team 
depending on how many players are selected 
for the senior national side. 

This will be supplemented from July by 
payments for the number of English quali¬ 
fied players they have in their match day 
squads, which Baron thinks will help solve 
the problem. 

He said: ‘We negotiated this new arrange¬ 
ment with the clubs to make sure we have a 
structure that delivers the right number of 
English-qualified players so we always have 
a strong pool to choose England teams from. 

“I think with all these things it is about 
getting the balance right. Having some great 
overseas international players playing in 
England is helpful because it brings in the 
crowds they can pass on the experience to 
other youngsters playing in the team. 

“To have some is great, fantastic, but our 
message is don’t make the club dependent 
on them.”
